Mysterious "J . Peters" Re­

what they wanted to know. 
Faces Contempt Charge 
The witness is the first to be 
threatened with contempt for refus­

WALLACE TO 
CONTINUE HIS 
SOUTH TALKS 


Progressive Party's Can­ 
didate Is Pelted With 
Eggs, Tomatoes 


(By AMorlattd Prf» « ) 
CHARLOTTE. N. C., 
Aug. 3 1 - 
Henry A. Wallace, his southern cam­ 
paign trail splashed with raw eggs 
and ripe tomatoes, marched on to­ 
day toward more scgration trou­ 
bles. 
“ We shall go on," Wallace said 
through a staff member who re­ 
ported the Progressive party’s pres -1 
idential nominee’s determination to 
continue his tour of the south. 
Charlotte and Asheville were the 
major points on the schedule today 
—his third day in this state—with 
stops at a number of smaller cities 
enroute. 
Charlottes police chief, Frank N. 
Littlejohn, promised jail for any­ 
one who threw anything at Wallace 
here during his speech from the 
courthouse steps. 
Row and Catcalls 
Although determined to continue, 
the former secretary- of agriculture 
from Iowa displayed anger and dis­ 
appointment yesterday as he was 
pelted with eggs and ripe tomatoes 
and prevented by boos and catcalls 
from delivering his messages. 
Stopped entirely from 
speaking 
and splashed with debris at Bur­ 
lington, Wallace grasped a bystand­ 
er by the arm as he turned to his 
car. 
“ Am I in America?” he asked. 
“ Get y-our hands off me.” the un­ 
identified man growled and gave 
the candidate a slight push. 
Again at Greensboro, his clothes 
stained with egg yoke and a shell 
sticking to his head, Wallace cried: 
"I don’t mind being hit by eggs 
and tomatoes, but they would be 
more usseful being fed to chill dr en. 
"The faces I have seen distorted 
hatred ara of people tor whom 
F have in my Lear* profound com­ 
passion, because most of them have 
net enough to eat.”

The Republican campaign *111 be adjusted to an 
equally obvious truth, that the party's claim to pop­ 
ular confidence Is the fact it is a party, instead of a 
coalition straggling unhappily behind an Individual's 
desire to be chief executive of the United States. Har­ 
old E. Stassen will be the first speaker In the Repub­ 
lican campaign. Senator Taft will follow him. Gover­ 
nor Warren, the vice presidential candidate, will carry 
a heavy schedule of party representation. 
Governor 
Dewey, instead of running a personal campaign, will 
be merely one of many republicans qualified to ask for 
restoration of party responsibility in the executive de­ 
partment of the federal government. 
The great issue of the 1948 campaign, whatever 
may be made of subordinate Issues, is party govern­ 
ment vs. coalition rule by a warmed-over new deal. 
There is only one national political party In the United 
States today. There has been only one since the be­ 
trayal of bona fide Democrats during the 1930’s by in­ 
terlopers with no sympathy for the party’s traditional 
principles.

INFLUENZAL, meningitis is a 
cruel diseaae which, for the most 
part, attacks Lvtbies and young chil­ 
dren. In former years the disease 
was nearly always fatal and even 
in the rare instances where it did 
not kill its victims, it crippled by 
causing extensive damage to 
the 
brain. 
Today, if the condition is diag­ 
nosed early, life can be saved. This 
lias been made possible by the use 
of new drugs such as the sulfona­ 
mides and streptomycin. 
Unfortunately, the earliest symp­ 
toms of this dread disorder seems 
very innocent so that 
the 
child 
shows evidence of nothing more 
dangerous than a running nose and 
sore throat. * At other times it may 
be preceded by tonsillitis or pneu­ 
monia. When the meningitis devel­ 
ops, there is some disturbance of 
consciousness, ranging from drowsi­ 
ness to stupor, a temperature vary­ 
ing from 100 to 104 degrees, and 
there may Le some stiffness of the 
neck, and convulsions. 
When the 
fluid from the spinal canal is ex­ 
amined, it is found that there is a 
great increase in the number of 
white Wood cells in it, as well as an 
increase in the amount of protein. 
The influenzal germ responsible for 
the condition is also found in the 
spindl fluid. The influenza bacillus 
or germ is not to be confused with 
the influenza virus. It is the virus 
that causes the ordinary attack of 
•'flu” or "grippe.” 
The number of 
white cells in the blood is also in­ 
creased. 
During the early stages of the 
disease, the brain is seldom hanned 
to any great extent. After the sec­ 
ond week, however, more damage 
may occur. 
It would appear that streptomycin 
is the most effective treatment for 
this disease. Of course, the drug is 
most effective when it is given early 
Hence, prompt diagnosis is import­ 
ant in order that permanent brain 
| damage may be warded off. 
There is a rabbit serum which 
| also seem.% to be helpful in this con- 
| dition. 
While some physicians still like 
to give serum and streptomycin by 
injections into the 
spinal canal, 
many others have obtained excellent 
results in the treatment of influen­ 
zal meningitis by not giving any in­ 
jections into the spinal canal.

County Line Pav ing To 
Be Finish ed Before 
Weath er Ch anges 


COLUMBIANA, Aug. 31—Work of 
th e pav ing of County Line road, a 
width of 20 feet from Route 46 along 
the northern edge of Columbiana to 
Route 7, a distance of two miles, 
will probably be completed before 
unfav orable weather. 
The east half is finished with 
the blacktop ex tending from Route 
7 west to Sponseller road, about 
the midway point. 
The project Is being carried out 
by the Mahoning county road de­ 
partment under an agreement witn 
Columbiana county commissioners. 
The work of preparing the foun­ 
dation for the remaining half is 
now in progress from Route 46 east 
to meet the completed section. It is 
in charge of R. 
M. Rich 
of 
the 
North Lima district of the Mahon­ 
ing county road department. 
The slag base is finished to a 
point some distance east of Route 
164, operations hav ing been trans­ 
ferred to the west end after the 
grading to afford residents an out­ 
let. 
Grading operations caused leaks 
in the drain tile from septic tanks 
on the Mahoning county side of the 
road, Just outside Columbiana cor­ 
poration, which lead into the small 
water courses on the south side of 
the road and inside the porporation. 
Odors from the leaking drains in­ 
dicate that impurities may 
find 
their way into Mill creek, and may 
result in the ex tension of Colum­ 
biana sewer and water lines to the 
Mahoning county side.

Soft Coal Min es 
Break Safety Plan 


<» jr U n ited P r e n ) 
WASHINGTON—Th e government 
reported today th at 529 soft 
coal 
mines in 19 states violated safety 
rules during th e 12 m onth s ended 
June 30. 
In one-th ird of th e cases, th e Bu­ 
reau of Mines said, safety h azards 
were corrected. Progress 
is being 
made toward elimination of h az­ 
ards in anoth er 15 per cent. In th e 
remainder of cases, more th an h alf 
of th e total, th e h azards still exist. 
Th e bureau makes mine 
safety 
rules but h as not auth ority to en­ 
force th em. 
Most of th e violations 
reported for th e last fiscal y ear in­ 
volved control of coal dust condi­ 
tions and prevention of fires, explos­ 
ions and roof-falls. 
Th e bureau warned governors of 
th e 19 states th at imminent dangers 
xisted in th e mines in th eir area*. 
Th e states were Alabama. Arkan­ 
sas, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas. 
Kentucky , 
Montana. 
Oklah oma, 
Tennessee. Virginia and Wy oming.

Army Officials Say 
Reds Are In Ran ks 


International News Service 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30—Military 
officials adm itted today th at full- 
fledged Communists h ave infiltrated 
into th e Army ’s ranks. 
But th ey 
declared 
th a t secret 
steps, including a loy alty ch eck, are 
being expedited to detect and dis­ 
ch arge th e Reds ‘‘according to th e 
merits of each individual case"’ 
Th ese officials refused to estimate 
th e precise num ber of Communists 
and Fellow Travelers in 
uniform, 
but discribed th eir strength as “in ­ 
significant.” 
An official Army spokesman also 
revealed th a t th e Army 
recently 
fired a num ber of civilian employ ees 
because of membersh ip or close af­ 
filiation w ith th e Communist party . 
And h e expressed th e private opin­ 
ion th at disch arges h ave been h and­ 
ed out to a number of military per­ 
sonnel since V -J day ‘‘for th e same 
reason.” 
Th e spokesman pointed out. h ow­ 
ever. th a t th e exact number of of­ 
ficers and enlisted men disch arged 
because of Communist taint would 
be difficult to determine. 
He explained th at 
soldiers 
are 
never officially expelled from th e 
service as “Communists or Fellow 
Travellers," but for such reasons as 
“th e convenience of th e 
govern­ 
m ent and “a t th e pleasure of th e 
President.” 
It is understood th at only a h and­ 
ful of tigh t-lipped Intelligence of­ 
ficers and top brass know th e exact 
number of m ilitary personnel re­ 
leased from th e service because of 
1 Red activities.
